Iraqi Informant 
Will Get $30M 
For Fatal Tipoff 

BAGHDAD I The Bush administration 
approved a $30 million payment Thursday 
to the informant who led U.S. troops to 
Saddam Hussein’s two sons. 

Secretary of State Colin Powell decided 


that the informant whose tip led to the 
deaths of Uday and Qusay Hussein in a 
firefight July 22 in a villa in Mosul in north- 
ern Iraq should get both of the $15 million 
rewards put on the men’s heads. 

“It’s actually for services rendered,” State 
Department spokesman Richard Boucher 
said in Washington. “It’s a lump sum pay- 
ment of $30 million.” 

For his protection, the informant has not 
been identified, but Iraqis suspect it was the 
owner of the hideout house, niko price (ap) 


N. Korea 
Concedes 
On Talks 

Decision by Kim Jong II 
breaks impasse with U.S. 

WASHINGTON | North Korea, dropping its 
insistence on one-on-one talks with the 
United States, is ready to accept a U.S. pro- 
posal for six-way talks on ending its nuclear 
weapons programs, the State Department 
said Thursday. 

Officials said they expect the United 
States and North Korea to be joined by 
China, South Korea, Japan and Russia to 
discuss the issue. 

The U.S. administra- 
tion has been seeking a 
discussion with those par- 
ticipants but North Korea 
had insisted on a bilateral 
meeting to negotiate a < 
nonaggression treaty. 

President Bush learned 
of North Korea’s acceptance from Chinese 
President Hu Jintao on Wednesday. 

“We’re very encouraged by indications 
that North Korea is accepting our propos- 
als for multilateral talks,” State Department 
spokesman Richard Boucher said. 

In April, officials from the United States 
North Korea and China met unsuccessfully 
to review the situation. 

The United States first broached the 
idea of broad international negotiations 
last fall after North Korea confirmed U.S. 
suspicions that it was developing nuclear

Police said Walker likely used 
the Internet to find details on the 
case of Shannon Marie Sherrill. 

Walker continued the ruse for 
days, allegedly calling Shannon’s 
family members, police and the 
news media —posing as at least 
two other people in the process.

WEST GLACIER, MONT. | Residents of 
this gateway community to Glacier 
National Park may be allowed to 
return home soon, a sign that fire- 
fighters have made gains against a 
wildfire that threatened the town 
and park headquarters.

and the advancing fire.

John 
Poindexter will resign his position 
at the Pentagon after the uproar 
over a research project he was 
overseeing that included a kind 
of futures market on political vio- 
lence in the Middle East. 

A senior defense official said 
Thursday that Defense Secretary 
Donald Rumsfeld realized it would 
be hard for Poindexter to remain 
after the controversy. 

The Pentagon plan would have 
allowed traders to profit by pre- 
dicting assassinations and terrorist 
strikes in the Middle East. 

The official said Rumsfeld did 
not ask for Poindexter’s resignation

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U.S. To Test Air Security System 


Personal data would 
be held for 50 years 

WASHINGTON I The government 
announced Thursday it will test 
a nationwide system for checking 
personal information on airline 
passengers, a post- Sept. 11 security 
initiative that has raised concerns 
about privacy and false identifica- 
tion of people as terrorists. 

The Computer Assisted Pass- 
enger Prescreening System seeks 
to streamline the airport screening 
process by flagging only those pas- 


sengers deemed potential security 
risks. 

The move will benefit travelers 
by ensuring fewer are stopped, 
Transportation Security Admin- 
istration chief James Loy said. 

The testing at a secure govern- 
ment location will take up to six 
months, according to Loy. 

Loy said he hopes to implement 
the program in a year. 

U.S. airline trade groups said 
they welcomed the plan because it 
could reduce security hassles that 
discourage people from traveling. 


A first version of the con- 
gressionally mandated system, 
announced in February, brought 
protests from privacy advocates. 
They complained it would give the 
government access to too much 
personal information. 

There also was concern people 
could wrongly be labeled threats 
because their names were the same 
as terrorists. 

Loy said the revised system 
would prevent that from happen- 
ing because it confirms people’s 
identities, leslie miller (ap)

WACO, TEXAS I The Baylor Univer- 
sity basketball player accused 
of shooting a former teammate 
insisted he was not a bad person 
and said “some things happen that 
aren’t in your control.” 

Carlton Dotson, in a jailhouse 
interview with The Dallas Morning 
News, suggested that the slaying 
of Patrick Dennehy was in self- 
defense and said he had been 
hearing voices. 

“If someone points a gun at you 
and shoots and it doesn’t go off, 
what would you do?” he asked. 
“If someone is pointing a gun at 
you and they start putting more 
bullets into the gun, what would 
you do?” 

Asked what he did, Dotson 
only laughed and did not answer, 
the newspaper reported. 

Dennehy had been missing 
about six weeks when his decom- 
posed body was found Friday in 
a grassy field four miles from the 
Baylor campus. Dotson told FBI 
agents he shot Dennehy after the 
player tried to shoot him, the arrest 
warrant affidavit said. 

After his arrest, Dotson told 
The Associated Press that he 
“didn’t confess to anything.” Since 
then, Dotson has not responded to 
a request from the AP for an inter- 
view.

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Israel to Expand 
Gaza Settlement 


A possible setback 
punctuates a week of 
flurried diplomacy 

JERUSALEM I Israel said Thursday 
it would build new housing in a 
Gaza Strip settlement, angering 
Palestinians and raising questions 
about implementation of the U.S.- 
backed “road map” peace plan. 

Israel opened bidding for con- 
tracts to build 22 new homes in the 
largest Jewish settlement in Gaza, 
Neve Dekalim, where about 2,400 
Israelis live. 

In Washington, State Depart- 
ment spokesman Richard Boucher 
said the road map calls for a freeze 
on settlement activity. “A freeze is 


a freeze,” Boucher said. 

The Israeli Defense Ministry 
said the 22 units were in the set- 
tlement’s original plan, and their 
construction would not violate 
the road map because they reflect 
natural growth of the settlement. 

However, according to the road 
map, Israel is required to cease all 
settlement activity, consistent with 
the Mitchell report. The Mitchell 
report is an international study 
from May 2001 that says Israel 
must freeze all activity, “including 
the ‘natural growth’ of existing 
settlements.” 

Palestinians demand that all 
settlements in the West Bank and 
Gaza be removed in the creation of 
a Palestinian state, mark lavie (ap)

With crass ‘Wedding,’ 
honeymoon is over for 
‘American Pie’ series 

If the first “American Pie” movie was surpris- 
ingly sweet in 1999, and “American Pie 2” had 
a similar flavor but didn’t taste quite as good, 
then “American Wedding” is enough to give you 
a stomache ache. 

The third movie in the series isn’t so much 
about the sex- crazed yet lovable group of kids 
from the first two installments. It’s about the 
comeuppance of Stifler — and a little bit of 
Stifler goes a long way. 

Played to a jumpy, juvenile frenzy by Seann 
William Scott, Stifler hasn’t grown up like his 
friends Jim (Jason Biggs) and Michelle (Alyson 
Hannigan), who are getting married. He has

a tantrum when he learns he’s been excluded 
from the plans and proceeds to weasel his way 
in — and ruins everything. 

By this stage, though, the whole exercise is 
essentially a series of gross -out gags with bits 
of dialogue tying them together. 


One scene — in which Stifler stumbles into 
a gay bar and ends up competing in a dance-off 
to ‘80s songs — is mildly amusing at first but 
eventually seems interminable. 

It’s also indicative of a homophobic vibe that 
permeates Adam Hertz’s script. 

Trying to impress Michelle’s gorgeous 
younger sister (January Jones), Stifler dresses in 
pastel shirts, gushes over flowers and chocolate 
and deems everything “precious.” 

Dogs also bear the brunt of several gags. In 
one, Stifler lets a Pomeranian eat Michelle’s 
wedding band, so of course he has to pick 
through droppings, which are later mistaken 
for a chocolate truffle. 

In an another scene, Jim’s future in-laws 
find him in a compromising position ^ 
with Stifler, two dogs and a lap full of j 
cake frosting, christy lemire (ap)

Right up there with the male fanta- 
sy of hiding in a girls’ locker room 
is the dream of sneaking a look at 
the other team’s playbook. 

A spoof in the August issue 
of Maxim, the irreverent men’s 
magazine that bills itself as “the 
best thing to happen to men since 
women,” is a simple lesson in how 
to score that reveals how men 
wish women would talk to women 
about men. 

Confused? 

In reality, both teams are too, 
as they play the game that’s as old 
as the species. In a section of the 
laddie bible devoted to advice on 
How To (build a doghouse; train 
a hawk; dodge a mob hit) is a two- 
page spread on “How to Get Her 
to Strip.” 

Operating on the theory that 
no better tool exists for influenc- 
ing a woman than her favorite 


magazine, it suggests that readers 
clip a story titled “How to Strip for 
Your Boyfriend” — which mimics 
the look of a page in Cosmopolitan 
— and present it to their favorite 
gullible woman. 

How could she possibly remain 
unmotivated after reading the 
subhead: “University studies prove 
that a little bump ’n’ grind creates a 
stronger emotional bond between 
partners. Plus, it makes your butt 
smaller!” 

Keith Blanchard, Maxim’s 37- 
year- old editor in chief, conceived 
the prank, and was confident that 
his friends at Cosmo would be 
amused. “It’s really all about not 
taking service Trendss too seri- 
ously,” he says. 

Not taking anything very seri- 
ously, including pictures of seri- 
ously underdressed young women, 
has made the cheeky 6 -year- old 
British import from Dennis Pub- 
lishing a newsstand hit. A banner 
listing the subjects that most inter- 
est the Maxim man crawls across 
every cover: “Sex, Sports, Beer, 
Gadgets.” 


Women love talking about 
relationships, the complemen- 
tary cliche holds. And they devour 
information on how to attract 
and keep a man, material that 
has long been the mother’s mill^ 
of Cosmopolitan. In fact, Cosmo 
has published Trendss instructing 
its readers on the fine art of the 
private strip. 

“We do pieces from time to time 
on that, when we’ll talk about how 
much guys like visual stimula- 
tion,” says Cosmopolitan editor 
Kate White. “If this really were a 
Cosmo piece, we would address 
the notion that a woman might feel 
self-conscious in the situation, and 
we’d discuss doing it in a way that 
makes her more comfortable.” 

Like men and women, Cosmo 
and Maxim have more in common 
than one might think. Both are 
famous for overheated cover lines, 
such as Cosmo’s promise of “Ten 
Make Him Throb Moves so Hot 
You’ll Need a Fire Hose to Cool 
Down the Bed.” Both approach 
the other gender with equal parts 
fear, longing and bewilderment.

Ponson Traded by 
Orioles to Giants 


Pitcher rejected latest 
contract extension 
offered by Baltimore 

Baseball | The Baltimore Orioles 
made the San Francisco Giants 
pay a big price to get the first-rate 
starting pitcher they coveted: 
Sidney Ponson, who was traded 
from the Baltimore Orioles 
Thursday for three pitchers. 

The Orioles got left-hander 
Damian Moss, promising rookie 
right-hander Kurt Ainsworth and 
valuable left-handed prospect 


Ryan Hannaman for Ponson. 

Ponson, having his best season 
as a Major Leaguer, was 14-6 with 
a 3.77 ERA for Baltimore this sea- 
son. He turned down a $15 million, 
three -year contract extension 
from the Orioles, and the sides 
had exchanged proposals since. 
Ponson is eligible for free agency 
this winter. 

Ainsworth is widely considered 
a future star, going 5-4 with a 3.82 
ERA in 11 starts before break- 
ing his shoulder blade. He isn’t 
expected to pitch again this season.

Reporters argue 
for access to sealed 
records in case 

EAGLE, COLO. I A judge rejected 
Kobe Bryant’s request to skip next 
week’s initial court appearance in 
his sexual assault case, his attorney 
said Thursday. 

Hal Haddon said the request 
was filed Thursday morning and 
rejected a few hours later by Judge 
Fred Gannett. Haddon comment- 
ed during a break in a hearing on a 
media organization request to see 


sealed court records in the case. 

Chris Beall, representing sev- 
eral media organizations, argued 
the NBA superstar waived his 
right to privacy when he declared 
his innocence at a news conference 
hours after the charge was filed. 

Beall said the presumption of 
public access to court records is “a 
hallmark of our judicial system.” 

District Attorney Mark 
Hurlbert and defense lawyers 
have argued the records should be 
withheld because publicity could 
affect Bryant’s right to a fair trial.

Gotcha... Punk! 


Sadistic? Sure, but 
‘ambush’ television 
is also refreshing 

Reality TV is becoming more and 
more like reality itself on a bad day 
— almost impossible to escape and 
increasingly cruel. 

From the Sci-Fi Channel’s 
“Scare Tactics” to MTV’s “Funk’d ” 
the latest round of shows has 
turned to a time -tested strategy 
for breaking through the facade: 
the ambush. 

One of the oldest reality formats

around, “Candid Camera,” was a 
pioneer in the use of comparative- 
ly tame practical jokes played on 
unwitting victims. More recently, 
investigative journalism dem- 
onstrated the importance of the 
ambush in getting at the truth. 

But in a world in which under- 
cover reporting has been replaced 
by a fascination with what’s going on 
under the covers, we are no longer 
titillated by the spectacle of Mike 
Wallace ambushing wrongdoers. 

Instead, we’re tickled by a snide 
Shannen Doherty or a snicker- 
ing Ashton Kutcher preying on 
hapless innocents (at least in part 
— Kutcher mercifully targets celeb- 
rities, who, in a way, asked for it). 

The current spate of prank 
shows exhibits a palpably vicious 
edge, summed up by the attitude 
of “Crank Yankers,” a Comedy 
Central show in which puppets 
act out crank phone calls. 

The goal is not to delight in the 


humorous foibles of people who 
don’t realize they’re being watched, 
but to instill true terror and then 
burst in at the last moment with a 
laugh to let the victims know that 
they should be delighted because, 
after all, they’re going to be on TV. 

In one skit on Doherty’s show, 
“Scare Tactics,” an unsuspecting 
man is lured into a fake biohaz- 
ard zone and ambushed by men 
in hazmat suits warning that he 
has been exposed to dangerous 
materials and needs to strip to 
his underwear so that he can be 
sprayed with foam. 

In another, a man watches as 
his friend, who is in on the gag, 
succumbs, bloodily, to a fatal 
parasite and is taken away by 
paramedics. 

The victim is informed that he 
has likely been exposed to the same 
parasite, and the camera zooms 
in as he starts to look ill while 
the paramedic tells him that the 
symptoms are setting in. 

Ambush shows invite us, the 
viewers, to side with the manipu- 
lators and to see the real dupe as 
the poor sap dancing around in 
his underwear to get the osten- 
sibly contaminated clothes away 
from his skin. 

In on the joke from the start, 
the viewer is placed, ever so brief- 
ly, in the privileged position of the 
insider — an increasingly inacces- 
sible one in the real world (if not 
in reality TV) where power and 
wealth are becoming concentrated 
in the hands of a shrinking few. 

At the same time, the “gotcha” 
scene, at the climax of every seg- 
ment when the pranksters reveal 
themselves, provides a moment of 
release from a threatening reality. 

In an era of multiplying anxiet- 
ies, it’s nice to imagine a world in 
which, at the very moment when 
things seem to have gone terribly 
awry, a well-known face might just 
step out from behind the scenes to 
tell us that it was all just a big joke. 

And as long as we get it, we’re no 
longer the dupes, are we? (newsday)
